The way'to make the right sort of Americans of the new- 


. comers is id treal them like Americans in all.things—in busi- 


ness, in employment and before the courts. 
It may be claimed 


that this isMiow done, but is i t ? A man does not need to be a 
very careful observer to know that it is not. 


How ma,uy are there who pride themselves on the purity of 


their Americanism .who do'- not in many things discriminate 
against foreigners simply because they are foreigners? 
It is 


all right to talk "Americanism" and to advocate the solid unity 
of the people.of Ihis country, but so long as the discrimina- 
tions that exist are continued (hey will go far to offset the ef- 
fect of such oratory as was so freely offered last Monday. 


Preaching and practice are two dilfcrcnl things, and the lat- 


ter is far the more important. 
It is well to teach the new- 


comers their duties and responsibilities in connection with 
American citizenship, and this can be done much more effec- 
tually in every-day Ufe lhan through ihe channel of oratory. 
An annual "Americanization Day" is only one, whereas there 
should be three hundred and sixty-five. The more Ihis fact is 
borne in mind .the faster and belter will the "melting pot" do 
its work..

If 
tins Ls not done tlio simple maggot 
trap will prove equally cficctkve. By 
experiments carried on by ihe liuroau 
of Entomology of the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture at the ^rnrylantl 
Agricultural College, it was found that 
the trap used there destroyed fully 


per cent of ali the maggots or 


larvae breeding In a srlven lo1 of 
riaimrC. 
Such a trap is simplicity

consisting 'merely of a slatted platform, 
standing about one foot high upon a

The maggot trap thus presents the. 


great advantages of bclnjr easily con- 
structed and cheap. That it Is ef- 
fective, the experiments at the Alary- 
land Agricultural College have con- 
clusively 
shown. There it was found 


that it destroyed 85 ]fcr cent of the 
larvae breeding in the manure, and 
lliat the number of flies around tho 
college kitchen 'was reduced l>y be- 
tween G7 ami 7C pel 
1 cent. That the 


reduction in the number of flies was 
not equal lo the percentage of larvae 
destroyed wa.s due to the fact that 
there wrre other piles of untreated 
manure elsewhere in the vicinity and 
that flies bred in these. 
Such traps 


may be built in almost any size and 
they appear to be especially well adapt 
ed for controlling the pest under or- 
dinary conditions. 


Jn cities and towns it is probable 


that the treatment of manure ' with 
hellebore will usually he found more 
advantageous. Ten gallons of tho so- 
lution already described, composed of 
one. half pound of powdered hellebore 
tu ten gallons of water and allowed 
to stand 24 hours will be sufficient 
for the treatment of eijjhl bushels or 
10 cubic feet of manure. The helle- 
bore does not niter the composition 
of the manure in any way r.ncl does 
not cause any injury to 
.crops 
on 


which tlie latter is placed. In fact, the 
only possible way In which It can do 
any injury upon the farm is In the case 
of the barrel or hinU [11 which tho 
solution is stored being left uncov- 
ered in a place where some of tlic 
farm animals may drink from it. .The

As the fly crawls about 
over the decaying organic ] nutter' ou 
which it lies to feed, these hairs rcad- 
.ly, pick up disease germs and carry 
them lo the Itunian fowl which 
the 


fly subsequently visits. 
The fly is 


continually passing from piles of re- 
fuse and filth to kitchens a tut dining 
rooin:j and In each of these Journeyey 
it can with the greatest ease briny 
with It l lie i^erins of any intestinal 
disease — typhoid, Asiatic cholern, dys- 
entery, infantile diarrhoea, arc among 
the diseases which are known tu he 
transmit led in Ibis way and there Is 
very strong evidence JJi:it tuberculos- 
is, smallpox, and other diseases are 
carried through the same medium. It
